The agents of eacli society work 
among he newcomers of its own na 
lionality, of course. So it comes about 
I'.i.it Italians, Jews, Swede.s, and so on. 
who accept the proffered services ari 
formed into separate groups, proper!) 
labeled, taken aboard the ferryboat ply- 
ing between the ipinngration station 
ami the mainland, are kept together 
tiiereon, and, once on the mainland, 
with agents leading, with other agents 
bringing up the rear, and policemen 
helping to keep a sharp lookout, the 
groups arc piloted safely past the dan- 
gers awaiting their less fortunate ship- 
mates at the very gateway of the new 
land, and led to the offices of the re- 
respective societies, whence they are de- 
spatched, under escort still, each man to 
his own particuiar destination. 

Now, sec what this means specifically 
to the immigrant wlio places himself in 
the hands of an immigrant society pre 
paratory to landing in the world of his 
glowing hopes and radiant dreams. 

Bernardo Toierc, coming from Du- 
rango, Colorado, and on his way to Italy, 
alighted from a train in Jersey City 
.anil was speedily taken in tow by one 
of the many hotel runners who infest 
the railroad stations and steamship land- 
ings. .\s he expressed a desire to come 
to New ^■ork, the hotel runner requested 
the p,a.'’ment of one dollar for his serv- 
ices. which Foiere paid. The runner’s 
services consisted in taking Foiere on 
the ferryboat to New York City. Once 
there his guide turned I'oiere over to 
an expressman, who charged him two 
dollars and a half to take him to a 
steamship dock not a dozen blocks 
away. 

Foiere had a trunk which was to ar- 
rive on the same train with him. So 
he left the dock and started back to 
the ferry station, that he might locate 
and secure his baggage. On the way 
thither he was picked up by a second 
expressman, who kindly offered to find 
his trunk for him for the sum of two 
dollars and a half. Again Foiere was 
"easy money," but the trunk was not 
found. Then the Italian made it known 
that he wanted to go to a hotel fre- 
quented by his countrymen. It was not 
a quarter of a mile from the ferry sta- 
tion, yet when the expressman had led 
the way there he collected three 
dollars. , 

All this came to light when Foierr 



.\bsorbed as the »ven!if?''ffifc^(*r iff 
America is in hustling around for a liv- 
ing and catching on to the ways of the 
new land simultaneously, he yet find.; 
time to care for the newly landed im- 
migrant from his native country. .Nu ! 
more, he generally manages to ilnd some 
spare money for the >ame object. 

From the moment an immigrant sets 
foot on F.llis Island until he is wall 
placed in the new world, he m.ay he 
guided .and protected — as a j" neral ride, 
free of cost— hy a society of his own 
countrymen, if he so elects. 

Thousands of new arrivals imhesitat. 
ingly place themselves in the care of the 
various immigrant societies in the course 
of a twelve-month ; last year one of the 
one hundred and fifty Italian immigrant 
organizations in Greater New York 
looked after about fifty thousand immi- 
grants. The Italian societies are num- 
erous because of the fact that the Ital- 
ian is a very provincial human bein 
The men from Naples like to care for 
arrivals from Naples only. So it is with 
the men from Venice, .and Rome, and 
Sicily; hence, the large number of Ital- 
ian societies. 

These arc the only immigrants amony 
the million odd arriving at the port of 
New York in a year of whom it may 
be said that they are not repeatedly vic- 
timized before they have cut their eye 
teeth, before they have Icanied to their 
sorrow that, though every man in .\mer 
ica is free, it is not logical to conclude, 
therefore, that every man is honest. 

One of the chief objects of all the 
rocieties looking after the green immi- 
grant is to protect him from the shys- 
ters, swindlers, dishonest hotel and 
Lonnling-house runners, and cmploy- 
III. nt agents and other crooks who florl: 
wiiucver iininigrants land, in the hope 
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ing to prison an Italian who for a quar- 
ter of a century lived well by swindling 
rc.siJent relatives of immigrants. His 
game was to represent himself as agent 
of a steamship company, and on the 
strength of this misrepresentation in- 
duce an ignorant countryman to pay 
him ten or twenty dollars, supposedly 
to obtain the release of a relative or 
friend from Ellis Island. He invariably 
guaranteed to secure the release of an 
imniigrant already passed for admittance 
by the officials. In this way he built 
up quite a reputation among the more 
ignorant of his countrymen; but at last 
the Society for Italian Immigrants 
caught him. and the vicinity of the 
Barge Office will know him not for a 
year or two. 

While protection from harpies is the 
first advice rendered immigrants, the 
societies speedily take up the task of 
helping them to catch on to the ways 
of America, and, above all, to become 
fit citizens of a free country. 

The Society for Italian Immigrants— 
to use it once more for example— has 
established schools in labor camps where 
Italians, after working hours, may learn 
something of the underlying principles 
of the government, its constitution, its 
history, its great men, its holidays. 

Under the supervision of the Elduca- 
tional Alliance of New York, the Baron 
de Hirsch Fund, established to care for 
Jewish immigrants, maintains a school 
for immigrant children and adults. 

The classes for the grown-ups are 
held in the evenings. From the sweat- 
shops of the East Side the workers, 
male and female, struggle in from their 
machines and benches to sit at small 
desks and thumb beginners’ books of 
English and other simply worded works 
that will, with patience, give them an 



complained to a countryman of the ex- 
ceeding great cost of going very short 
di.stanccs in the big city. The Society 
for Italian Immigrants was at once no- 
tified, and, while it could get no trace 
of the others who had victimized Foiere, 
it succeeded in locating the expressman 
who had hold of him last, and this 
shjtrpster was made tu disgorge the 
three dollars he had collected. 

If a foreigner who has been in A iier- 
ica for some time, as was Foiere, can 
be passed from harpy to harpy in this 
fashion, how easy it must be to prey 
on a fresh arrival, absolutely as ignor- 
ant as a newborn babe of the strange 
land and its ways! 

As may be gathered from the case of 
Foiere, the Society for Italian Immi- 
grants, the Societe Francaise de Bien- 
faisance, the Sociedatf Espanola de 
Bencficencia, the Deutsche Frauen 
Verein, the Magyar Tarsulat (Hungar- 
ian Association), and the hundred and 
one odd similar bodies do not limit 
themselves to looking after the welfare 
of the new arrival. A Frenchman who 
has been here for some months and be- 
comes the victim of a rascal may appeal 
to his particular society with the cer- 
tainty that his case will be taken up 



and righted if possible. So with a 
fleeced Russian Jew, or a Scandinavian, 
or a German Catholic, or a German 
Lutheran, a Syrian, or an Armenian. 
Some societies maintain legal aid 
branches of their own, others apply to 
the Legal Aid Society when necessary. 

In this connection the societies are 
frequently called on to fight shyster law- 
yers. A man who has been in this coun- 
try for six months or a year finds that 
at last he is in a position to have his 
family join him, and sends them the 
necessary passage money. On the ar- 
rival of the ship he goes to Ellis Is- 
land to welcome them, and discovers 
that the sister who has made her home 
with him and his family in the old coun- 
try is likely to be deported because of 
some disease that is named as sufficient 
cause for disbarment in the laws gov- 
erning immigration. A runner for a 
shyster lawyer, learning of the man’s 
dilemma, tells him that his employer 
can get his sister off the Island if he 
will pay over the sum of fifty dollars. 
The man’s one thought is to pet his 
sister into the country. He hurries to 
the lawyer’s office and hands over tlK 
hard-earned money A few days later, 
when he sorrowfully bids nis sisU'i 



good-by, he is a nuch wiser man. 

The immigratior regulations permit a 
lawyer to charge only ten dollars for 
services rendered » immigrants, or rel- 
atives anxious tc get them into the 
country. One society has had seven 
lawyers in as imny months debarred 
from practicing at any immigration sta- 
tion because of thdr habit of overcharg- 
ing grossly, or fur accepting fees to get 
immigrants landed when it is clear that 
they cannot be pemitted to land under 
the law. Other Itwyers have been de- 
barred because tluy represented to gul- 
lible ones that it vias necessary for them 
to pay certain svns of money before 
relatives, desirabl* immigrants in every 
respect, could be released from the im- 
migration stationl This bold game is 
played with amadng frequency, judg- 
ing from the casts continually coming 
to light. I 

It is a p«culiai| fact that not a few 
of the persons w o swindle newcomers 
already landed ai ; foreign born them- 
selves. Italian sttandlers prey on Ital- 
ians, Swedish miners on their kind- 
each breed of foriton bom harpy on his 
own countrymefl. '

If the advertisement was a joke, it 
was certainly an expensive one, and the 
point of the intended witticism was so 
effectually concealed that no one, except 
perhaps the joker himself, was able to 
itucss what it was. 

Hut then the question arose, if the 
lulvriiiser meant business and was really 
■iiixious to acquire a stock of cats in ex- 
change for cash, why had he neglected 
to give his name and the location of 
his office? 

Inquiries iiiade at the offices of the 
varioii' journals in which the announce- 
ment li.id heeti printed failed to elicit 
any information regarding the person 
■ ir persons who had procured its in- 
sertion. 

The advertisement in question had 
been received, paid f'r and published in 
the regular order of bii*iness, said the 
newspaper managers curtly, but the 
name of the advertiser concerned him- 
self chiefly at present. If he wished hi« 
name and whereabouts to become public 
property, he would doiihMcss use his own 
methods ,ind choose his own time for 
making them known. 

The parties who had printed and dis- 
tributed the posters were equally tioii- 
commiinicative. .\nd so. right on the 
threshold of the investigation, the curi- 
osity mongers were foiled. For one 
whole week they fumed and fretted, 
wearing out their stock of gray matter 
in vain surmisinps regarding the au- 
thorship and hidden meaning of the 
anonvnious advertisements. Then, just 
as the public curiosity h-can to show 
signs of (lagging, fresh fuel was added 
to the flames by the following announce- 
ment, which appears-d just as mysteri- 
niisly as its prtilecessor, one morning, 
ill the newsp.iper advertising columns 
mill scattered far and wide on billboards 
and blank walls througliout the city and 
suburbs :

The puzzle was still as far from a 
'oluiion as ever. The jol:c — if joke it 
was— was evidently a serial. "To be con- 
tinued in our next.'’ 

There are very few people, however, 
who admire that sort of humor, and the 
-monymous instigator of the cat "ads" 
ami posters was called some decidedly 
miconiplinient.iry names during the neM 
uw days after the second series of his 
.iggravating announcements appeared. 
Some set him down as a pesHferous 
rank, others as a liariiilc>s idiot with 
more money than braihs, and wondered 
why his friends didn't have him placed 
in some reliable asylum, while still others 
'ized him up as a shrewd, wideawake 
'chemer, with some skilfully l.iid iiioney- 
•naking plot under way which would be 
developed in due time. 

Perhaps, some said, his plan was to 
boom the circulation of the papers in 
whic'.i lii.s p-culiar "ads" appeared. 
Others argued that the advertiser was 
prob.-ilily a weri'tliy victim of insomnia, 
c.-iii'-d by b.-iek)ard prowlers, and he 
V 'hrewdly endeavoring to spread 
-.liroad the idea that cats were valuable, 

> that people would keep them at home 
"'I’lits and allow him to get some sleep,

From that time on Stumpy devoted bis 
waking nionifiits chiefly to the eat in- 
dustry, deriving quite a revenue there- 
from, as did many other future business 
men and capitalists of Ilooinupils.

quill pen was in use long before the 
time of St. Isidore, and remains tbal 
have been found indicate tbat even metal 
pens were not unknown to the ancient 
Romans. 

Practically all of the early literature 
of the white races was preserved by tbe 
monks, who used the quills. St. Theda 
of Isauria is said to have written out 
tbe entire Scriptures without a blot or 
a mistake and to have used one quill, 
.'if' firmly did the quill pen become im- 
bedded in the affections of mankind that 
tbe quills of tbe gray goose still are 
useil in .some of the English courts. 

It was not until toward the close of 
tbe eighteenth century tbat experiments 
were made in England. E'rance ami 
.\merica looking toward the manufac- 
ture of metal pens. .An Interesting in- 
vention at such a time was the an- 
nouncement in iSmj by Joseph Hramah, 
who fathered the idea of having a nib 
and a holder in separate pieces in place 
of the complete quill. 11 is machine cut 
quills into separate nibs, which were fas- 
tened on to handles of metal, wiKid and 
ivory. 

Tlie earliest record of the manufac- 
ture and sale of steel pens was in iSo.t, 
by a Mr. Wise, in London. These pens 
were barrel-shaped and made as much 
like a quill as possible; but they were 
inflexible and unsatisfactory, until in 
I&M Joseph Gillott, of England, began 
the manufacture of a vastly improved 
pen at greatly reduced prices. This pen, 
with improvements and variations, is the 
steel pen in use to-day. It is interesting 
to note that the manufacture of steel 
pens in the United States did not begin 
until i860, and the steel used in most 
of the factories is imported from 
Sweden, even to this day.

England, and in this country in ,18.15.

Egyptians, used to carve the tnero- 
glyphics which constitute the oldest 
known writings, to that modem ideal 
writing implement, the fountain pen, is 
a far cry. 

It takes one from the days of man’s 
gropings for learning to the present-day 
high standard of intellectuality, although 
the ancients who used the bronze chisel, 
as well as their successors who used the 
stylus, the split reeds or the writing 
brushes, should not in any way be con- 
fused with the men of savagery, for 
they possessed no mean abilities, and 
showed, through their crude and cum- 
bersome processes, how keenly they felt 
the need for records by which the 
knowledge acquired by one generation 
could be preserved for the next.

but the classification cannot be criti- 
cized by any one willing to accept the 
Darwinian theory, and thus recognize 
the ape as the ancestor of man. Outside 
of the chisels, however, the earliest 
writing instrument probably was the sty- 
lus, a pointed bodkin of metal, bone or 
ivory, which was used for producing in- 
cised or engraved letters. 1 hen there 
was the calamus, or asundo, made of 
the hollow, tubu'ar stalks of grasses 
growing in marshy lands. This was 
the true ancient representation of the 
modern pen. 

Hollow joints of bamboo were simi- 
larly employed and the use of such pens 
c.-in be traced to a remote antiquity 
among the civilized nations of the far

Romans, later on, recorded public docu- 
ments on the wax-covered tablets of 
stone, bronze and woo<l, using tlie stylus. 
They, too, used papyrus and reeds, while 
parchment was somewhat used as well, 
but the wax tablets, some even being 
on ivory, were the favorites. In some 
of the writings of Pliny reference is 
made to the use of rolls of lead and of 
linen, the stylus being used for the lead 
and reeds for the linen. In the Uritish 
Museum there are many Greek docu- 
ments, of the time of the Ptolcinys, 
written on papyrus with reeds. 

The stylus of the old Greeks and 
Romans generally was sharp-pointed at 
the one end and blunt at the other, so 
the latter could be used to erase by 
smoothing over the wax the mistakes 
of the writer. A stylus of that sort was 
a formidable weapon of attack or de- 
fence, and Cr.sar used one when he was 
attacked by hit mumerers, sWUjing 
Casca in the arm. ’ At one time the use 
of the iron stylus was prohibited in 
Rome because of its ' danger as a 
weapon, . . " .‘.j 



Some of the ancient pap.vrus, known 
to have antedated Herodotus, was writ- 
ten with reeds dipped in gum water col- 
ored with charcoal or soot of resin. The 
ink of the cuttlefish was also used. The 
earliest use of the brush pencil, invented 
by the Chinese, appears to have been 
about 206 n. C, although China had a 
literature long before that. The ancient 
.Assyrians used sun-dried bricks. 

Some biblical references to writing 
implements are confusing, as for in- 
stance, the mention of ati “iron pen" by 
Job. This? however, probably meant a 
graver of steel, serving to write on 
stone or metallic plates. In the Book 
of Jeremiah reference is jiiade t^hard- 
enirig a peif^oint with if diamdi^' say- 
ing, ''Written.' with a pen of IfOn and 
with a point of a diamond."

off from the world iibovc him. Hi< sole 
means of speech consists of a few sent- 
ences communicated by tn^KhiK or shak- 
ing hose or life line. His one interpre-

And now the very laws of nature seem 
turned against his helplessness. Despite 
the iSo or 200 pounds of armor under 
which be staggers in daylight, he now 
feels ligl^ as a feather.

— gravity. So nearly equal is the balance 
between air and lead ami iron and cop- 
per that he funis that, like a man on the 
moon, he can make fahulous jumps by 
giving the slightest spring. I'or all 
practical purposes he is powerless as _a 
man suspended in a swing, and his 
muscles and sinews of steel liccomc use- 
less,’ almost like those of an eight-year- 
oh! child. So helpless is he that he may 
not stand erect without being swept from 
his fei t hy the drag of current or tide 
against hose and life line. If he wants 
to progress he mu,<t lean forward at an 
angle of forty-five degrees and labori- 
ously use his hands for paddles; or he 
must crawl on his hands and knees, _ dig- 
ging his fingers into the muck, a gigan- 
tic human mudfish. If he strikes a blow 
with an ax it falls comparatively harm- 
less. Oftenest he is in such pitch dark- 
ness that he cannot twice hit m the same 
place. If he uses a shovel he may not 
shove the bl-Kle into the mud lest he 
go Sarkward like a crab, but must scoop 
the blade full with his h.inds at the risk 
of cutting and tearing them .against 
broken glass, tin cans, and other rub- 
Kage. 

Even his senses the diver may not 
trust to warn him below water.

At first Mr. W.itcrman utilized a feed 
based ou the spUt-recd principle, hut 
later on a so-called "s|va.iu feeci" was 
invcnteil hy \V. I. I'erris, all a- ociate 
of Mr. Waleriiiaii, ami this has replaced 
the old feed on the Waterman pens.

The fountain pen of to-day is com- 
posed of five parts. There is the gold 
pen, the feed, the point section which

ing fountain pen concern of the country 
to-day has an annual output in excess of 
500.000 pens, so the extent of the In- 
dustry can be jmlgcd. 

Of all the divi.'ions of the imliistry. 
the manufacture of the gold pens, tipped 
with iridium, is a1x>ut the most iiitor- 
estiug. The gold pen is used for foun- 
tain pens heeause if is non-corrosive and 
non-oxidizahlc. Through the use of sil- 
ver and copper alloy, and hy hamnuTing 
and tempering during the process of 
manufacture, these gold pens arc made 
to-day sO they will duplicate the action 
of any steel pen ever manufactured, and 
in addition they are tu>t affected by the 
acid in the ink and will rot rust. 

In making gold pens the 
metal is melted with the al- 
loy, made into ingots an 
inch thick, and then the in- nKvx 
gots nrc rolled out into rib- 
lions of a width and thick-, 
nc«« suitable for the partic- 
iil.aV kind of pen to he mnde^ 
from them. These ribbons, 
sometiiTir's eight feet long, 
are fed into a hand press, 
whirli makes what are railed 
pen blanks. Tlv blanks then 
are notched fo receive the 
iridium points, a hlow-pipc 
being utilized to fuse the ■jHPjl 
eold around the metal, 
which costs $i,|oo a pound. 

Thh; gives the proper

add one pint of pure grain alcohol or 

Peppermint Extract — This may be 
half pint alcohol and half pint Rhine or 
sherry wine. 

made from fresh mint leaves carefully 
washed and stripped from the stems, 
then cut into shreds and covered with 
pure grain alcohol in proportion of half 
pint of alcohol and quarter pint of w-ater 
to quarter pound of the fresh mint 
leaves. Place in a well stoppered bottle 
or jar, let stand two weeks, shaking at 
frequent inten-als ; this makes a deli- 
cious flavoring for after dinner mints or 
to flavor meat sauces. 

The druggists' formula for mint ex- 
tract is half an ounce of oil of jicppcr- 
mint to half a pint of alcohol. To this 
add a handful of peppermint or parsley 
leaves and let stand a week to color. 
Druggists sometimes use sap green to 
color mint extract when fresh leaves are 
not obtainable. 

Wintergreen extract is made by add- 
ing one ounce of the true oil of winter- 
green to half pint of pure grain alcohol 
and coloring with cochineal. Be careful 
to impress the druggist that you want 
true oil of wintergreen, otherwise he 
may substitute the synthetic oil of win- 
tergreen, which is a coal tar product and 
used in certain lotions and liniments &>r 
external application only, and is a deadly 
poison when taken into the stomach. 
Many confectioners use this synthetic 
wintergreen as flavoring because of the 
great expen«c of the true oil of winter- 
green, which costs about thirty cents on 
ounce.

This is the season of the year when 
Ihe hoii-vwii’c’s nimble fancy turns to 
the making and baking of Clu^inas 
sweets and cakes. ihe flavorW^ ex- 
tracts whi-li enter into the composition 
of tlic«e gooilii. . are not only expensive, 
hilt iir.ii h givi'ii to adulteration. 

There is but ■ ne -a!e way to get sure 
and juire tkivoring extract- at little cost, 
and tliat is l)v preparing tliem at home 
Tlie sense of security one feels, the rich 
delicacy of tlie ilavoiing, and the very 
great saving in money are more than 
sufTicient compensation for the little 
trouble involved 

In a recen* article in Good House- 
biV/'iiig on the quality of flavoring ex- 
tracts, R. O. Brooks, formerly State 
Chemist of New Jersey, and food in- 
spection expert of the Pennsylvania 
dairy and f ’Od eoinmission, writes as 
follows: * Chemical analysis proves the 
astonishing fact that out of sixty-two 
hr.Tiids of ilavoring extracts purchased 
in the open market, only twenty-six were 
found to be legally pure." 

“Of the eight br.uuK of vanilla extract 
found to be aJulter.ited or of very poor 
quality, two were f mini to eoiitain wood 
alcohol. The use of wood alcohol, the 
injurious cfleet of which on the optic 
nerve i. an established scinitii c fact, 
in a household preparation used in food 
( .and frequently, as in ice cream, not dis- 
sipated by cooking) is repr 'heiisible, in 
fact, criminal. It constitutes one of the 
forms of food adulteration that can be 
classed as dangerini.s to health, the great 
majority of food adulterants being 
worthless, fraudulent or inferior, but 
harmless suhstitiilcs, which cheat our 
pocketbooks, spoil our cooking, and cor- 
rupt our palates." 

Many vanilla extracts, particularly 
those marked "compound,” arc mere so- 
lutions of nrtiticial vanillin in a very 
weak alcohol, reinforced with prune 
juice and coloreil with caramel (burnt 
sugar) or a coal tar dye. Such a prod- 
uct is necessarily much inferior in flavor 
and wholcsomcncss to a genuine vanilla 
extract. 

Tlie vanilla "bean,” correctly speaking, 
is not a bean at all, but a long pencil- 
shaped pod, containing thousands of mi- 
nute black seeds. It is the fruit of a 
vine (vanilla planifolia) belonging to 
the orchid family, originally found in 
Mexico, but now cultivated in South 
.\merica, Java, Mauritus and other trop- 
ical regions. 

The finest vanilla beans attain a length 
of from eight to ten inches and can be 
bought at retail for about twenty cents 
apiece. One of these beans will make 
half a pint of the very best vanilla ex- 
tract by the following simple method. 

Cut a large, plump vanilla bean into 
tiny morsels with a silver knife, being 
very careful to save all the little tiny 
seeds which fill the inside of the bean, 
and the white, sugtary looking particles 
that form a bloom on the outside. Place 
the cut-up pieces in a bowl of china or 
white enamel ware, cover with two- 
thirds of a glass of cold water and place 
on the back of the coal range, or where- 
ever it will heat very slowly; cover 
clo.sely and let slqnd for three or four 
hours ; do not let ft come to a boil. When 
the water has the appearance of weak 
tea, remove from fire to cool; when en-
